With this suggestion I am In eonpleta agreement. I have received the 
impression, however, fro® the views (Depressed In both Reference A tnd E 
that sows confusion or misunderstanding exists concerning the proper 
method of delineating between the travel and transportation responsibi- 
lities and authorities of the Logistics Office, and the functional 
exercise of some of theae responsibilities by the Central Processing 
Breroh of the Personnel Office. 

2. It is my view that the DD/A has primary responsibility and author- 
ity for thegsneral administration and supervision of all Agency travel 

and transportation, including primary responsibility for developing end 
recommending ell travel and tfinaportatlon policies, snd for ensuring that 
approved policies ere properly administered* In order to accomplish this, 
adequate regulations sum! procedures must be developed; appropriate delega- 
tions of authority and assignments of responsibilities must be made; and 
essential supporting services must be furnished* 

3. With reference to the above, I view the Central Processing Branch 
of the Personnel Office at a composite service facility operating under the 
general supervision of the A D/P. As such it performs personnel, comptroller 
medical and logistics functions at a central point for reasons of conven- 
ience and efficiency in the processing of personnel going to and returning 
from overseas duty* Accordingly, to the extent that the Overseas Process- 
ing Branch exercises travel authority In performing tparrel functions snd 
services, it must do so under the technical supervision and direction of 

the Logistics pffioe, end under authorities delegated to it by the chief 
of Lbgls ties' or by Agency regulation* v , r ’
